REMARKS 

Claims 14 and 16-25 remain pending in the present application. Claims 1 and 3- 
13 have been cancelled. Basis for the amendments can be found throughout the 
specification, claims and drawings as originally filed. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 1 and 3-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nakano, et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,636,802). Claims 1 and 3-13 have been cancelled. 
Reconsideration of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14 and 16-25 are allowed. Claims 14 and 16-25 are the only claims left in 
the pending application. 

Conclusion 

It is believed that all of the stated grounds of rejection have been properly 
traversed, accommodated, or rendered moot. Applicant therefore respectfully requests 
that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw all presently outstanding rejections.
